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DETAILED ACTION

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-16 and 20 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Idaszak (US 4021927) in view of Vezzani(EP 0710670 A1). 

Claims 1-16 and 20 remain rejected for the reasons set forth in the previous 

action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 06/15/2010 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

As stated in the previous office action it would have been obvious to modify the 
reactor of the '927 to contain one or a plurality of blades that conveys the starch from an 
inlet at a first end of the reactor to an outlet at a second end of the reactor. The 
purposed modification it is obvious because the "agitation applied by a rotor within the 
reactor favors the completion of the modification reaction," as stated in the previous 
action. 

The applicant argues that "A skilled artisan would have readily understood that 
adding the countercurrent of air flow as taught by the '927 patent would disrupt the 'thin, 
dynamic layer' taught by the '670 patent, thereby reducing or eliminating any reaction 
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efficiency achieved by centrifugal force created by the blades. Thus, methods of the 
'927 patent and the '670 patent are not compatible with each other." Despite, the 
applicant's argument, the rejection is maintained. 

The applicant has provided no persuasive reason as to why the modification 
would not have been proper. The rationale provided states that the counter current of air 
in the '927 reference would reduce or eliminate the need for a rotating shaft with a 
plurality of blades. However, the '927 reference already teaches an agitation means in 
combination with a counter current of air. Since the rotor serves as an effective agitation 
means that completes the reaction, it would have been obvious to add it to the '927 
reactor in order to convey the starch from the inlet to the outlet. Ultimately, the applicant 
has not provided a specific reason as to why the agitation means of a multi bladed rotor 
would have been non-obvious.
